Some Deceptive Doctrines in The 
World That are Dangerous. 





Keep as Far Away From Such as Possible. 





Very few people care to dweli 
upon this subject. It seems too; 
gloomy to be of any special in- 
terest to any one. One death is 
bad enough, but when it comes 
to another one it is twice as 
much as any body wants. [| 
know but little about it and do 
not expect to spend much time 
in searching for information 
since I have no inclination to 
have anything to do with the 
experience. 


I think Iam about as far 
from wanting anything to do 
with the second death as some 
people are from wanting any- 
thing to do with the second 
Llessing—sanctification. 1 love 
sanctification, but this means 
death to the “old man” sin. But 
the second death referred to by 
the revelator is not so desir- 


able. To read about it is enough | 


without any experience. 

There is a_ first resurre *tion 
and there is a second resu:rec- 
tion the same as there is a ‘rst 
and second death. The good and 
the blessed will be in the ‘irst 
resurrection, but the second is 
reserved for the unholy anda 
wicked. And the second death 
follows close after the second 
resurrection like sanctification 
tollows regeneration. There is 
a first. and second of nearly 
everythiug. 

There is a special promise to 
ihe overcomer that indicates it 
is better to have lots of trouble 
end terrible temptations and 
stand true through them all 
than to be overtaken by. the sec- 
ond death. The second death 
hurts. This means pain, wound, 
injury and damage or loss. 4nd 
the only way to keep from this 
awful pain is to overcome ail 
temptations, trials and troubles 
by living a good Christ-like life. 
“He that overcometh shall not 
be hurt of the second death.” 
(Rev, 2::1.) The Syriac reads, 
“He that is victorious, shall not 
be harmed by the second death.” 
This surely places g premium 
on living a good victorious life. 
One may have many conflicts, 
but in each conflict a victory is 
gained. The subject knows no 
defeat. 

Death ig a cruel monster. He 
was the supreme ruler fm 
Adam to Moses. It was a reign 
of terror. It was during his 
reign that.the flood came 2nd 
swept way the humaiu rice 
from the face of the earth. Paul 
Goes not tell whether this was 
the first death or the second. 
He only states that, “death 
reigned from Adam to Moses, 
even over them that had not sin- 
ned, afc: the similitude cf 
Adum’s transgression.” (Rm. 


5:14) This cruel heartless king | 


did not only fasten upon the 
transgressors, but he also ruled 
with an iron hand over those 
who had not done as bad as 


come kiag death. And he show- 
ed signs of final victory for the 
record states that “Moses was 
an hundred and twenty years 
old when he died: his eye was 
not dim, nor his natural force 
abated.” (Deut. 34:7) But it 
seems that that wily foe who 
had been on the throne so !ong 
took advantage in some sort of 
@ way and conquered Moses 
while he was yet strong and in 
the heat of the conflict. 


We hardly think this could 
have been the second death We 
rather think he Was death the 
first, like is spoken often of 
kings by the same name. To 
illustrate, king George the sec- 
ond, and king George the third. 
And there is a second death: 
and this is the one the history 
of which we are going over very 
briefly “onight. ~ 


The writer of Revelation 
doubtless understood about the 
second death since he mentions 
the monster so many times. 
Those who are in the first 
resurrection will never submit 
to the rergn of death the second. 
They surrendered to the first 
death reluctantly because there 
was no way to evade him, but 
the second death shall not 
touch them, because it is writ- 
ten, “Blessed and holy is he 
that hath part in the first resur- 
rection: on such the second 
death hath no power.” (Rev 20: 
6) According to this statement 
death the second will have pow- 
er, but not over those who have 


the lake of fire which is the sec- 
ond death, shall have dominion 
over all who are cast into its 
yawning mouth. 

According to the Scripture 
then the lake of fire is the sec- 
ond death. Then it is clear that 
the lake of fire will hurt the peo- 
ple that go into it, and the lake 
of fire will have power over all 
who are not holy. Little as op- 
posers of holiness think about 
it the experience is worth all it 
costs. I’ve heard it said; ‘Holi- 
ness or hell,” but I would pre- 
fer saying, “Holiness or the lake 
of fire.” 

Some one has said that the 
lake of fire would consume 
those who are cast into it, and 
thus will they come to an end, 
but this is not a logical con- 
clusion. There are some decep- 
tive doctrines in the world that 
are dangerous, and this is one 
of them. 


‘Now please notice the an- 
alogy ag described by the Scrip- 
tures. When Jesus and His army 
rides down from heaven on the 
white horses, one of the first 
things that is done is to lay 
hold of the two men that have 
been in full power during the 
tribulation, “the beast and the 
false prophet.” (Rev. 19:20), 
and “cast them alive into the 
lake of fire, burning with brim- 
stone.” After one thousand 
years have passed, these men 
are still there. You can read it 
for yourself. “And the devil that 
deceived them was cast into the 
lake of fire and _ brimstone, 
where the beast and the false 
prophet are.” I wonder who 
would want to. changepethis 
reading! Those two men have 
then been in the lake of fire un- 
der its dominion for a thousand 
years. If they could be consum- 
ed at all surely it would not 
take a thousand years to do it. 
No, sir, they are not consumed. 
These men are still the beast

People often ask about the 
second death. I do not know 
why they become interested in 
it unless they hear some false 
and deceptive doctrines that 
arouse their curiosity. Many of 
these enquirers are honest and 
simply want to know the truth. 
They probably want to keep as 
far away from such false theo- 
ries as possible. It is dangerous 
for one to think he is so well 
establisned that he can go and 
hear all or any kinds of teach- 
ings and it will not affect him. 
I know a man who attended a 
meeting a few times where the 
preaching was wrong. He came 
to me and talked about it. ¥ dis- 
couraged his going so much 
but he said he thought he might 
do some good by going and 
added vhat the bits of wrong 
teachins would not change him. 
Well, he went on contrary to 
my advice, and to-day he has 
no victory, looks bad, and feels 
bad. He got caught in the 
snare, took up with the wrong 
thing and unless he sees and 
acknowledges his error and aw- 
ful mistake very-soon heis a 
ruined man. 


You had better keep as far 
away from. false teachings as 
possible. Paul says a little 'eav- 
en will leaven the whole lump. 
Fe also states that false doc 
trine will eat like a canker. Bet- 
ter stay away from places were 
they teach anything contrary 
to the teaching of the Church 
of God. If I go and sit under the 
sound of the voice of a false 
teacher I lend my influence to 
him and his doctrine. I don’t 
expect to do it. I will stay as far 
away as possible.

The report at the Assembly 
showed over fourteen thousand 
members in the Church of God 
and since then, there have been 
about enough added to make 
fifteen thousand. One third of 
this number, at least, will bei- 
dentifiel as young people. When 
we say young people we 
have no certain age in view, 
this will be left to the judgment 
of the individual. Our people 
are young a long time or at 
least they act that way. One 
third of the membership is 
five thousand, so we will say we 
have five thousand young peo- 
ple in the Church of God. If 
these five thousand will pur 
their hearts and a very small 
amount of their money into this 
drive we can present the Gen. 
eral Overseer with twenty-six 
thousand dollars at the next As- 
sembly.
